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The Board of Trustees of the Temperance 
League of New Jersey met Monday, January 
30, in the North Orange Baptist Church. 

An encouraging report was given by 
League Treasurer Dr. Hollingshead. The 
response to the emergency appeal last fall 
made it possible for the League to meet all 
Obligations and so start the new year free of 
debt. 

Dr. Coddington read the final report of 
Rev. Brown McDonald. A resolution thanking 
Mr. McDonald for his faithful service and ex- 
pressing the good wishes of the trustees was 
ordered sent the former superintendent. 

Copies of a new Constitution were pre- 
sented for consideration. After careful study 
the trustees assembled voted unanimously 
adopting the new constitution. 

Officers were elected for the year. Mr. 
Don. J. C. Drew of Belvidere was elected 
treasurer to succeed Dr. Hollingshead. 

The Rev. George R. Cox, pastor of the 
ist Presbyterian Church Bloomfield, was 
elected Assistant Treasurer, succeeding Dr. 
Reynolds. Other officers were re-elected. 

The resolutions committee urged endorse- 
ment of the Legislative Program of the New 
Jersey Christian Conference and the con- 
ducting of a Campaign for Christmas Safety. 
It also commended educators of the state for 
their cooperation with the League’s ed- 
ucational program and expressed appreciation 
to Dr. Hardin and the folk of the North Orange 
Church for their hospitality. 

A number of visitors attended the meeting. 
At 6:30 dinner was served the 73 trustees and 
friends of the League. 

After dinner the new Executive Secretary 
of the League, the Rev. George W. Lewis, 
Jr. was introduced. Mr. Lewis spoke briefly 
and then presented the illustrated lecture he 
plans to give in the educational work among 
high school students.

Their fourth 
child was born in Manila one month after the 
Japanese occupation.

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JERSEY HAS 54 DRY COMMUNITIES 


There are 54 muncipalities in the Garden 
State that are free of saloons and package 
stores. In one way or another the residents 
of these communities have chosen to keep old 
man booze from their door. 

In 13 of the 54 dry communities voters 
went to the polls and by a majority vote in- 
dicated they wanted no part in the dubious 
benefits we have been told accrue from the 
legalized liquor traffic. Largest of these dry 
towns is Collingswood with a population of 
15,800 as reported in the 1950 Census. Others 
are: - Delanco and Moorestown in Burlington 
County; Haddonfield which along with Col- 
lingswood is in Camden County; Dennis and 
Wildwood Crest in Cape May; Downe, Hope- 
well and Upper Deerfield in Cumberland; 
Harrison, Washington Township and Woolwich 
in Gloucester; and Bloomsbury in Hunterdon. 

There are 41 other municipalities dry be- 
cause all types of retail licenses are pro- 
hibited by municipal ordinance or because the 
municipality has adopted no fee-fixing ordin- 
ance, or because no licenses are issued. 

Areas that are now wet can eliminate bars 
and bottle shops if a preliminary poll shows 
that a majority of the residents are anxious to 
increase property values, reduce taxes, and 
get rid of ‘‘trouble spots” in residential 
areas. The Temperance League of New Jersey 
will advise concerning the necessary steps for 
the holding of a referendum and plan a cam- 
paign in consultation with responsible groups 
in such areas.

NATIONAL SAFETY COUNCIL COMMITTEE 
ON TESTS FOR INTOXICATION 


Reports from New York State where an 
“Implied Consent’? law has been in effect 
since July 1, 1953 indicate the law has con- 
tributed substantially in increasing the num- 
ber of drivers’ licenses revoked. 

Joseph P. Kelly, Commissioner of the 
New York Bureau of Motor Vehicles, reports 
that 3,464 drivers’ licenses were revoked 
in 1954 compared to a total of 2,384 during 
1953, an increase of 1080 revocations. 

The ‘‘Implied Consent’’ law requires all 
drivers suspected of operating while under 
the influence to submit to a chemical test or 
lose their driving privilege by revocation of 
their drivers’ licenses by the State Licensing 
Authority. 

In addition to New York, the States of 
Idaho and Kansas have enacted ‘‘Implied 
Consent’’ laws. 


BILLS TO BAN LIQUOR ADVERTISING 
CONSIDERED BY HOUSE AND SENATE 
COMMITTEES 


Hearings were held in Washington Feb- 
ruary 15, 16 and 17 with representatives of 
church groups advocating favorable consider- 
ation of bills that would ban interstate ad- 
vertising of alcoholic beverages. 

Senate hearings were on Bill S923 in- 
troduced by Senator Langer of North Dakota. 

‘House committee members considered the 
Siler bill, H. R. 4627, introduced by Con- 
gressman Siler of Kentucky. 

About 40 witnesses appeared in favor of 
both bills. Among that group were found a 
Methodist Bishop, the managing editor of the 
Christian Herald, two college presidents, 
representatives of church and temperance 
organizations andothers prominent in business 
and professional life. 

Approximately 20 persons representing 
the brewing and distilling companies, news- 
paper and magazine publishers, radio and 
television networks and various trade associ- 
ations testified in opposition to the bills. 

When the final reports are published there 
will be for the church forces much valuable 
material that came out of the cross question- 
ing of R. E. Joyce, representing the Dis 
tilled Spirits Institute and Clinton Hester of 
the United States Brewers Foundation. 

The committees will announce con- 
clusions reached as a result of the hearings 
later on.

The State of New Jersey, through its di- 
vision of Alcoholic Beverage Control, is re- 
sponsible for the granting of alcohol beverage 
dispensing licenses, the supervision of li- 
censed premises, and other duties in con- 
nection with the enforcement of state liquor 
laws. The Alcohol Beverage Control reports 
concerning its activities for the six month 
period ending December 31, 1955.

The largest number of violations, totaling 
127, had to do with sales to minors. 

There were 91 licensees cited for illegal 
sales during prohibited hours. 

One of the most severe penalties was 
assessed on a licensee whose license was 
suspended for 180 days. Charges included 
lewdness and immoral activity, solicitation 
for prostitution and permitting of obscene 
language.
